Architecture was at firſt confined to what was neceſſary to 
man in the uſes of life; having nothing in view but ſolidity. 
healthfulneſs, and conveniency. To adorn buildings, and make 
them more fplendid, it called in other arts to its aid, It owed 
its birth to neceſſity; its embelliſhments to refinement. Build- 
ings of brick, ſtone, and marble, ſucceeded the cavern, the tent, 
and the cottage : And edifices were raiſed equally folid and 
magnificent, commodious and laſting. 

Formerly Maſonry was chiefly operative; confined to man- 
ual labour, and ſtudied for improvement in thoſe uſeful and 
elegant arts which continue to conftitute the employment, and 
contribute to the happineſs of the greateſt part of the human 
race. But as morals, learning, and religion advanced in the 
world, it became ſpeculative, and attended to the cultivation of 


| m mind, and the regulation of the manners. 


Amidſt the ſucceſſive revolutions of kingdoms, the be ang 
tions of forms of government, and the many changes of laws 


in the caſe of ſome arrangements made by the great and wiſe 
King Solomon, and ſome'few:improvements adapting it to the 
improving ftate of ſociety. Its permanency hath ariſen from 
its being built, not upon mutable and periſhable circumſtances 
of an exteriour nature, but upon ſome of the beſt affections. of 
the human heart. Piety towards GOD, the glorious Maſter

CHA Pt 


A SURVEY of Nature, and the obſervation of its beau- 
tiful proportions, muit have been the earlieſt and moſt delight- 
ful exerciſe of the human mind: ; and firſt have determined 
man, in imitation of the divine plan, to ſtudy ſymmetry and or- 
der. This gave rife to ſocieties, and every uſeful art. The 
architect began to deſign ; and the plans he laid down being. 
improved by experience, have produced ſome of thoſe excellent 
ſpecimens of human ingenuity which were the admiration. of 
after ages.* | | | 

We may therefore, with propriety, trace the foundation of 
our fcience from the commencement of the world. Ever fince 
order and proportion began, and harmony diſplayed its charms, 
geometry, architecture, and aſtronomy, have had their being. 

We ſhall find that ſoon after the expulſion of our firſt pa- 
rents from the Garden of Paradiſe, they were led, by urgent ne- 
ceſſity, to a conſideration of the uſeful principles of Maſonry ; 
and that great advancements in knowledge, and the cultivation 
of ſcience, were made by their deſcendants, until the univerſal 

deluge ;

dchuge which left no other veſtige of ancient genius chan b. 
pillur of tone erected by Enoch in the land of Siriad !. 

** Nb ſooner had Noah, and his maſonich family, taken their de- 
parture fromthe ark, than they raifed an altar for the offering 
of burnt ſacrifices : And they carefully communicated to their 
children, geometry, and the art of building.“ TT 

No longer than was neceſſary for their increaſe and ſecurity,” 
did GOD ſuffer the family of Noah to remain united in xe 0 
ciety on the plains of Shinar. As ſoon as they were become 
ſufficiently numerous (about the time of Peleg, nearly 1 50 years 
after the deluge) he was pleaſed to diſperſe them into different 
parts of the earth. It appears that theſe new inhabitants of the 

_ earth had no deſign to ſeparate. They were ſometimes indeed 
forced to part in order to ſeek ſubſiſtence :- But the fear of loſing - 
each other; in their various excurſions, made them uſe all the 
precautions they could think of to prevent ſo great a mis fortune. 
With this view they formed the deſign of building a city, and 
raiſing a tower in it to a prodigious height, that it might be 
ſeen at a great diſtance, and ſerve for a beacon, and centre of 
union. And they made themſelves a name, & and invented a

nifies a mark, a fign, and a name. Interpreters, by fixing on this laſt ſigni fication have rendered the 
paſſage ſomewhat obſcute; but by taking it in the ſenſe of a mark or Ig it becomes intelligible.

Some commentators pretend that there were no new be — at the diſ- \ 
perfion. According to them, GOD only ſowed diſcord among the builders of Babel. They main- 
tam that theſe words, . terra erat labii unius,“ ſignify only an agreement of ſentiment and conformity 
of defign in thoſe who undertook to erett that monument [or magnificent edifice, for holding of 
Lodges.) They quote ſeveral expreſſions nearly parallel, which mean nothing more than being per- 
fellly agreed in the ſame undertaking. For example, it is ſaid in Joſhua ix. a. that the kings of Canaan 
gatheted themſelves together to fight againſt Joſhua with one mouth, that is to ſay, with one accord. 
For which reaſon the Septuagint renders it &πα Tal; all together; and the Vulgate, uno animo ca- 
demgue ſententia. They quote alſo other paſſages, where theſe expreſſions * uno ore,” with one mouth, 
Ui Kings xxii.

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cultivated; the ardour and ſucceſs with which the Egyptians, 

Romans, Grecians, and Jews applied themſelves to it, evi- 
dently appear from the. completion of many noble cities, ſu- 
perb ſtatues, and amazing labyrinths; with the famous pyra- 
mids of Egypt, and that magnificent edifice ſpoken of on mount 
Horeb, and executed at Jeruſalem by the wiſe King of Iſrael.” * 
The King of Tyre, having been applied to for aſſiſtance in 
. this laſt mentioned arduous and expenſive undertaking, not on- 
ly granted all the materials deſired, but ſent to Solomon a moſt 
accompliſhed deſigner and operator to ſuperintend the work. 
** Though Maſonry flouriſhed from the early ages of the 
world. and though gu and tokens were known, previouſly to 
the building of the temple, yet, the momentous era of its per- 
" manent. eſtabliſhment may from thence derive its origin.

The grand defign was vig- 
orouſly purſued without even the noiſe of the hammer or the axe ; 
and a publick dedication completed the important operations.. 
From this time the art met with liberal encouragement. And

work, that belongeth to the building of temples, altarg, towers, and caſtles, and all manner of 
buildings; and gave them a charge in this form: 

A 1}|, That they ſhould be true to their King, and the Waſter they ſerve, and to the fellowſhip 
whereof they are admitted: And that they ſhould be true to and lobe one another : And that 
they ſhould call each other fellow or brother, not laue, nor any unkind name; and that they 
ſhould truly deſerve their reward of the Maſter whom they ſerve. 

„ 2dly, Chat they ſhould ordain the wiſeſt of them to be the Maſter of the work ; and neither 
for love nor lineage, riches nor favour, to ſet another that hath but litfle knowledge aver the

Een in the dark periods of antiquity, when literature was 
in a low ſtate, and the rude manners of our forefathers withheld 
from them that knowledge we now ſo amply ſhare, Maſonry 
diffuſed: its influence.

But the Gothick ſtyle was not quite left off at Florence, Where 5 
a learned Lodge of deſigners was eſtabliſhed, until Bruneleſchti, 
having ſtudied at Rome the beauty and juſtneſs of the 
old Roman buildings, there ſtanding or proſtrate, eſtab- 
"liſhed the complete uſe of the Dorick, Ionick, Co- 
rinthian and Compoſite orders ; and conſtructed ſeveral ſu- 
perb edifices, built with the moſt coſtly marble, and adorn- 
ed with every thing which could render them ſolid, noble and , 

magnificent. 

This happy reſtoration of the Auguſtan Style was alſo much 1 
owing to the Princes of the Houſe of Medicis ; for Jobn de Me- 
dicis, Duke of Florence, became the patron or Grand Mgfter of | 
the aforeſaid Lodge; and his ſon Co/mo I, de Medicis, educat- 
ed in it fucceeded his father as Duke of Florence, and Grand 
Maſter of the revivers. He erected a fine library, and enriched. 
it with the beſt manuſcripts brought from Greece and Aka ; and 
a curious cabinet of the rareſt and moſt valuable things that 
conld he gathered. He eſtabliſhed. very great commerce by ſea, 
and land, and juſtly acquired the title of Pater Patriæ, the fa F 
ther of his country, and died A. D, 1464.

1569. He was the chief patron, or Grand Maſter, of all the 
Italian defigners and craftſmen in architecture, painting, ſculp- 
ture, ſtatuary, carving, and plaiſtering. He inſtituted the fa- 
mous Academy or Lodge at Pifa for the improvement of diſ- 
ciples and entered prentices.

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After the revival of the. Augu/tan Style in Italy, A. D. 1400, 
Lehn Baptiſta Alberti was the fitſt modern that wrote of arch. 
itecture: And many excellent Maſons flouriſhed in this 15th 
century. But more were born and educated, who proved the 
wonders of the world in the next century, and will be ever 
mentioned in the Lodges with the greateſt honour, under the 
generous encouragement of the Popes, the Princes, and ſtates 
of Italy, the patrons of the many Lodges then conſtituted. Thus 
BRANMAN TE, the learned Monk of Urbino, ſtudied Maſonry 
at Milan under Cæſariano; and, after having narrowly exam- 
ined all the remains of the ancients throughout Italy, he was 
employed by three ſueceſſive Popes to build at Rome the cloif< 
ter of the church of peace, the palace of the chancery, and St. 
Laurence in Damaſo. He adorned many old churches with 
frontiſpieces of his own deſigning. He built the little St. Pe- 
ter's in Mont Orio, raiſed ſome buildings in the Vatican and in 
the palace of Belvidere, diſtinguiſhed for their beauty and ex- 


cellent workmanſhip. 
Pope Julius II, the learned patron or Grand Maſter of Rome, 


retained BRAM ANT E as his architect and Grand Warden, 1503; 
and ordered him, as maſter of work, to draw the grand deſign 
of St. Peter's new cathedral in Rome, the largeſt and moſt ac- 
curate temple now in all the earth. And the ſaid Pope with 
Bramante led a ſolemn aſſembly of cardinals, clergymen, mY 
craftſmen, to level the foot ſtone of great St. Tanre in due 
form, A. D. 1507.

_ JocunDs of Verona, and Anthony San Gallo, ſucceeded Ra- 
phael at St. Peter's until they died A. D. 1535, when Pope Paul 
Il, preferred to that office MichAEL ANGELo, the greateſt 
defigher of his time, and in his laſt years the greateſt architect, 
who, finding fault with San Gallo's draughts, made a new model 
St. Peter's according to which that lofty temple was finiſhed. 


This Grand Maſter, leaving his Warden Pirto Ligorio, at St. 
Peter's, erected the new capitolium, the palace of Farneſe, and 
other accurate ſtructures. He had before built the mauſoleum 
in St. Peter's ad Vincula; with the eurious ſtatue of Mofes, the 
fine frotit of St. Laurence at Florence, by order of Pope Leo X. 
the ſepulchre of the Houſe of Medicis by ordet of Duke Alex- 
ander, and the apoſtolical chamber at Rome. " 

Michael Angels certainly carried on Maſonry to its higheſt 
perfection, until he died at Rome, aged go years, on the 15th 
of February 1564, highly eſteemed by all the Princes of Eu- 
rope; and Coſmo, the Great Duke of Tuſcany; ſtole his corpſe 
from Rome, reſolving that ſince he could not have Angelo alive, 
he would have him dead, and ſolemnly buried him in'St. Croſs 
at Florence; attended by the Fraternity; and ordered Vaſario 
to defign his tomb, enriched with the three great marble ſtatues | 5 
of architecture, painting and ſculpture. 4 

| James Barotzi da Vio NLA ſucceeded Michael Angelo at St. 
Peter's, by order of Pope Paul V; but Ligorio the Grand War- 
den, for altering Angelo's deſign was turned out by Pope Gre. 
gory XIII. Vignola, beſides his accurate edifices at Rome and 
elſewhere, deſigned for Philip II, King of Spain, the famous 
Efeuriat and St. Laurence, maſter pieces of art.

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Of Free MasoNRY in ENGLAND. 


THE hiſtory of Britain, previous to the invaſion of 
the Romans, is ſo mixed with fable, as not to afford any ſatis- 
factory account, either of the original inhabitants of the iſland, 
or of the arts practiſed by them. It appears, however, from 
the writings of the beſt hiſtorians, that they were not deſtitute 
of genius or taſte. There are yet in being the remains of ſome 
ſtupendous works, executed by them much earlier than the 
time of the Romans; and theſe veſtiges of antiquity, though 
defaced by the cruel hand of time, diſplay no ſmall ſhare of 
ingenuity in their invention, and are convincing proofs that the 
ſcience of Maſonry was not unknown in thoſe rude ages. 

The Druids, it is ſaid, retained many uſages among them 
fimilar to thoſe of Maſons ; but of what they chiefly conſiſted, 
at this Uiſtance of time we cannot with certainty diſcover. 
Theſe philoſophers held their aſſemblies in. woods and groves,

people. He poſſeſſed real merit, encouraged learning and 
leamed men, improved the country in the civil arts, and being 
reſolyed to eſtabliſ an empire in Britain, collected the beſt 
workmen and artificers from all parts, who under his ſway en- 
joyed peace and tranquillity. The Maſons he held in great 
veneration, and appointed Albanus, his ſteward, principal ſus 
perintendent over their aſſemblies. + Under this patron, Lodges; 

or Conventions of the Fraternity, were formed, and the buſineſs 
of Maſonry began to be regularly conducted. Through the

The old conſtitutions affirm, that St. Alban was employed 
by Carauſius to environ the city of Verulam with a wall, and 
to build him a fine palace; and that the Emperor, as a reward. 
for his diligence in executing thoſe works, appointed him ſtew= 
ard of his houſehold, and chief ruler of the realm. However 
this may be, there is great reaſon to believe, from the corrob- 
orating teſtimonies of ancient hiſtorians, that thifs knight was 
a celebrated archite&, and a great encourager of good 'work- 
men; it cannot therefore be ſuppoſed that F ree Af ſhould 
be Fegiected under ſo eminent a patron.* 

After the departure of the Romans from Britain, Maſonry 
made but a ſlow progreſs, and in a little time was almoſt total- 
ly neglected. The irruptions of the Picts and Scots obliged 
the ſouthern inhabitants of the iſland to ſolicit the aſſiſtance of 
the Saxons, to repel theſe invaders. As the Saxons increaſed; 
the native Britons ſunk into obſcurity, and ere long yielded the 
ſuperiority to their protectors, acknowledging their ſovereignty 
and juriſdiction. Theſe rough and ignorant heathens, deſpiſing 
every thing but war, ſoon put a finiſhing ſtroke to all the re- 
mains of ancient learning which had eſcaped the fury of the 
Pits and Scots. They continued their depredations with un« 
reſtrained rigour, until the arrival of ſome pious teachers from 
Wales and Scotland, when many of theſe ſavages were recon- 


ciled to Chriſtianity, and the 7 1 of that religion gained

Auſtin, with forty more Monks among whom the ſciences had 
been preſerved, came into England, Auſtin was commiſſioned 
by Pope Gregory to baptize Ethelbert King of Kent, who ap- 
pointed him. the firſt Archbiſhop, of Canterbury. This Monk 
and his aſſociates, propagated the principles of Chriſtianity 
among the inhabitants of Britain, and by their influence, in lit- 
tle more than ſixty, years, all the kings of the heptarchy were 
converted. Maſonry flouriſhed under the patronage of Auſtin, 
and many foreigners came at this time into England, who. in- 
troduced the Gothick ſtyle of building. Auſtin ſeems to have 
been a zealous encourager of the art of architecture, for he ap- 
peared at the head of the Fraternity i in founding the old cathe- 
dral of Canterbury in 600, and the cathedral of Rocheſter in 
60 ; St. Paul's, London, in 604 St. Peter's, Weſtminſter, in 
6055 and many others. 4 Several palaces and caſtles were built 
under his auſpices, as well as other fortifications on the borders 
of the kingdom, by which means the number of Maſons in 
England was conſiderably increaſed. 

A few expert brethren arrived from France in 680, and form- 
ed them ſelves into a Lodge, under the direction of Bennet, Ah- 
bot of Wirral, who was ſoon after appointed by Kenred, King 
of Mercia, inſpector of the Lodges, and general Nerdtendent 
of the Maſons. 

During the heptarchy Maſonry continued in a low ſtate; 
but in the year 856 it revived under the patronage of St. Swith- 
in, who was employed by Ethelwolph, the Saxon King, to re-

Maſonry has, for the moſt part, kept pace with the 3 
of learning; and the patrons and encouragers of the latter, have 
generally been moſt remarkable for cultivating and promoting 
the former. No Prince ever ſtudied more to poliſh and im- 
prove the underſtandings of his ſubjects than Alfred, and no 
one could therefore prove a better friend to Maſonry. By his 
indefatigable aſſiduity in the purſuit of knowledge, he induced 
his people to imitate his example, and thereby reformed their 
diſſolute and barbarous manners. Mr. Hume, in his hiſtory 
of Greatbritain, relates the following particulars of this cele- 
brated Prince: 

Alfred uſually divided his time into three * 5 portions : 7 
One was employed in ſleep, and the refection of his body by 
diet and exerciſe ; another in the diſpatch of buſineſs; and a 
third in ſtudy and devotion. That he might more exactly 
meaſure the hours, he made uſe of burning tapers of equal 
lengths, which he fixed in lanterns ; an expedient ſuited to that 
rude age, when the geometry of dialing, and the mechaniſm of 
clocks and watches, were totally unknown. By this regular 
diſtribution of his time, though he often laboured under great 
bodily infirmities, this martial hero, who fought in perſon fifty 
fix. battles by ſea and land, was able, during a life of no extraor- 
dinary length, to acquire more knowledge, and even to compoſe 
more books, than moſt ſtudious men, bleſt with greater leiſure 
and application, have, in more fortunate. ages, made the olyect 
of their uninterrupted induſtry. 

As this Prince was not negligent in encouraging the mechan-

The King referred the matter to his council, Who be- 
ing principally eccleſiaſticks, favoured the Cardinal: At laſt. 
the Duke, wearied aut with their tedious delays and fraudulent 


dealings, dropped the proſecution, and the Cardinal eſcaped. 


After this nothing could remove the inveteracy of the Cardi- 
nal againſt the Duke of Glouceſter ; he was reſolyed to deſtroy 
a man wheſe popularity might become dangerous, and whoſe 
reſentment he had ſo much reaſon to apprehend. The Duke 
having been a ſtrenuous friend to the publick, and by his pru- 
dence,” and the authority of his birth and ſtation, having pre- 
vented an abſolute ſovereign power from being veſted in the 
King's perſon, Wincheſter was enabled to gain many partiſans, 
who were eaſily brought to concur in the ruin of the Prince.“

it was pretended that a waxen figure of the King Was found i in her poſſeſſion ; which ſhe, and her al- 


ſociates, Sir Roger Bolinghroke, a Prieſt, and one Margery Jordan of Eye, melted in a magical man- 


ner before a flow fire, with an intention of making Heary's force and vigour waſte away by like in- 
ſenſible degrees. e accuſation was well calculated to affect the weak and credulous mind of the 


King, and gain belief in an ignorant age. The Dutcheſs was brought to trial, with her confederates,,

On the death of Elizabeth, the crowns of England and Scot- 
land were united in her ſueceſſor, James VI, of Scotland, who 
was proclaimed King of England, Scotland, and Ireland, on 
the 25th of March, 1603.

He was firſt renowned for his {kill in landſcape painting, and 
Was patronized by the learned William Herbert, afterwards, 
Earl of Pembroke. He made the tour of Italy at his Lordſhip's 
expenſe, where he improved under ſome of-the beſt diſciples 

of the famous Andrea Palladio. On his return to England, he 
laid aſide the pencil, and confined his ſtudy, to architecture. 
He became the Vitruvius of Britain, and the rival of Palladio. 

This celebrated, artiſt was appointed General Surveyor to 
King James h under whoſe auſpices. the ſcience of Maſonry 
fleutiſned. He was elected Grand Maſter of England, and 
was. deputiſed by his Sovereign to preſide over the Lodges.“

Under our Norman Princes they frequently received extraor- 
flinary marks of royal favour ; there is no doubt to be made, that the fkilt of Maſons, which was al- 
ways tranſcendently great, even in the moſt barbarous times; their wonderful kindneſs and attachment 
to each other, how different ſoever in condition; and their inviolable fidelity in keeping 'religiouſly- | 
their ſecrets, muſt expoſe them, in ignorant, troubleſome; and fuperſtitious times, to a vaſt variety of” 
adventures, according to the different fate of parties, and other alterations in government. By the

Sir Chriſtopher Wren was the only ſon of Dr. Cixiſtophee 
+ Wren, Dean of Windſor, and wWas bom in 1632. - His genius 
for the arts and ſciences appeared early. At the age of thirteen 
he invented a new aſtronomical inſtrument,” by the name of 
Panorganum, and wrote a treatiſe on the origin of rivers. He 
invented a Pneumatick engine, and a peculiar inſtrument of uſe 
in-gnomonicks to ſolve this problem: On a known plane, 
in a known elevation, to deſcribe ſuch lines with the expedite 
turning of rundles to certain diviſions, as by the ſhadow of the 
ſtile may ſhew the equal hours of the day.” In 1646, he Was 
admitted a gentleman commoner in Wadham College, Oxon, 
where he greatly improved under the inſtructions. and friend - 
ſhip of Dr. John Wilkins, .and Dr. Seth Ward. His juvenile 

productions in mathematics. prove, him both a genius and a 

_ ſcholar. His ſtudies were not confined. He aſſiſted Dr. Scar- 
» borough in the anatomical preparations and experiments upon 
the muſcles of the human body, and wrote ſeveral diſcourſes on 
the longitude, navigation, &. 

After the fire of London, Sir Chriſtopher was appointed 
Pee architect for rebuilding that city. By his Majeſty” 8 
command, he drew up a plan for that purpoſe, which was ap- 
proved but private property interfering, was not adopted.

He left 
the care of the Maſons to his Wardens, and Sir Chriſtopher, 
who ſtill continued to act as Deputy. In 1679, the Duke re- 
ligned in favour of Henry Bennett, Earl of Arlington; ho 
was too deeply engaged in ſtate affairs, to attend to the duties 
of Maſonry: The Lodges however continued to aſſemble un- 
der his ſanction, and many reſpectable gentlemen were initiated. 

On the death of the King in 1685, James II ſucceeded to the 
throne; during whoſe reign the Fraternity were much neglect- 
ed. The Earl of Arlington dying this year, the Lodges met 


in communication, and elected Sir Chriſtopher Wren, Grand 


Maſter, who appointed Gabriel Cibber and Mr. Edward Strong 
his Wardens. Maſonry continued in à declining ſtate for 


many years, and a few Lodges only occaſionally met in differ- 


efit places. 

At the revolution, Maſonry was ſo much reduced in the 
fouth of England, that there were no more than ſeven” regular 
Lodges in London and its ſuburbs, of which two only were 
worthy of notice; the old Lodge of St. Paul's, over which Sir 
Chriſtopher preſided, during the building of that firucture ;

In campliment to the Brethren of the four old Lodges, by by 
whom the Grand Lodge was formed, it was. reſolved, , That 
every privilege which they collectively enjoyed, by virtue of 
their immemorial rights, they, ſhould ſtill continue to enjoy 
and that no law, rule, or regulation to be hereafter made or ail 
ed in Grand Lodge, ſhould deprive them of ſuch, privilege, or 
encroach on any landmark which was at that time eſtabliſhed 
as the ſtandard of Maſonick government. » When this, reſolu-, 
tion was confirmed, the old Maſons in the metropolis, in con- 
formity to the relolutions of the Brethren at large, veſted, all 
their inherent privileges as individuals in the four old Lodges, 
in truſt that they would never ſuffer the old charges and ancient 
landmarks to be infringed. The four old Lodges then agreed 
to extend their patronage, countenance, and protection to evetx 
new Lodge which ſhiould be hereafter conſtituted agreeably to

Matters being thus amicably adjuſted, the Brethren of, the:

fatisfied that no meaſure of importance would be carried with- 
out their approbation. The officers of the old Lodges, hows 
ever ſoon began to difcover, that the new: Lodges being equally 
repreſented with them at the communications, and ſharing ev 
ery privilege: they enjoyed but precedence of rank, in proceſs 
of time would ſo far outnumber the old ones, as t0; have it in, 
their power, on a future occaſion, by a majority, to alter the.

© By the above prudent precaution of dra ancient Brethres, 90 
original conſtitutions went eſtabliſhed as tlie bafis of all future 
Maſonick juriſdiction i in the ſouth of England ; and the ancient 
landmarks, as they are emphatically ſtyled, or the boundaries 
ſet up as checks to innovation or abſolute dominion; were care- 
fully ſecured againſt the attacks of future invaders: The four 
old Lodges, in conſequence of the above contract, in which 
they conſidered themſelves as a diſtinct party, continued to act 
by their original authority; and ſo far from ſurrendering any 
of their rights, had that authority ratified and confirmed by the 
whole Fraternity in Grand Lodge aſſembled. No regulations 
of the Society, which might hereafter take place, could therefore 
operate with reſpect to thoſe Lodges, if ſuch regulations were 
contrary to, or ſubverſive of, the original conſtitutions by which 
only they were governed; and while their proceedings were 
conformable to thoſe conſtitutions, no power known in Ma- 
ſonry, could legally cenſure their conduct, or deprive them of 
the rights and privileges which, by virtue of their intinneetionial 
eſtabliſhment, they had always enjoyed.

obſervance of the communications. He collected many valua- 
ble manuſcripts on the fubje& of Maſonry, and earneſtly de- 
fired that the Brethren would bring to the Grand Lodge any 
old writings or records concerning Maſons and Maſonry, toſhew 
the uſages of ancient times ; and in conſequence of this general 
intimation, ſeveral old copies of the Gothick conſtitutions mere 
produced, collected, arranged, and digeſted. eX 5

While Maſonry was thus ſpreading its influence over the 
ſouthern part of the kingdom, it was not nieglected in the north. 
The General Aſſembly, or Grand Lodge, at Vork, continued 
regularly to meet as heretofore. In 1705, under the direction 
of Sir George Tempeſt, Bart. then Grand Maſter, there were 
ſeveral Lodges, and many worthy brethren initiatacd; in Vorl 
and its neighbourhood. Sir George being ſucceeded by the 
Right Hon. Robert Benſon, Mayor of Vork, a number of meet- 
ings of the Fraternity was held at different times in that city, and 
the grand feaſt during his Maſterſhip' is ſaid to have been very 


brilliant. Sir William Robinſon, Bart. ſucceeded Mr. Benſon 


in the office of Grand Maſter, and the Fraternity ſeem to have 
conſiderably increaſed in the north under his auſpices. He 
was ſucceeded by Sir Walter Hawkeſworth, Bart. who govern- 


ed the Society with great eclat. At the expiration of his Maſ- 


terſhip; Sir George Tempeſt was elected a ſecond time Grand 


Maſter ; and from the time of his election in 1714 to 1725, the 


Grand Lodge continued regularly to aſſemble at Vork under the 
direction of Charles Fairfax, Eſq; Sir Walter Hawkeſworth, 
Bart.

fey in America. A provincial patent was alſo made out under 
his auſpices for Bengal.

Nobility, On the day appointed, the Grand Maſter and his 
Officers, the Duke of Norfolk, the Duke of Richmond, the 
Earl of Strathmore, Lord Carpenter, Lord Teynham, and above 
a hundred Brethren, met at the Spikes at Hampſtead, where an 
elegant dinner was provided. Soon after dinner, the Grand 
Maſter refigned the chair to Lord Teynham, and from that 
time until the expiration of his office never attended another 
meeting of the Society. His Lordſhip granted a deputation for 
conſtituting a Lodge at Valenciennes in French Flanders, 'and 
another for opening a new Lodge at the Hotel de Buſſy in Paris. 
Several other Lodges were alſo conſtituted under his Lordſhip's 
auſpices ; but the Society were particularly indebted at this time 
to Thomas Batſon, Eſq; the Deputy Grand Maſter, who was 
very attentive to the duties of his office, and carefully ſyperin- 

the government of the Craft. 

The Earl of Strathmore ſucceeded Lord Montagu in the of- 
fice of Grand Mafter, and being in Scotland at the time was in- 
ſtalled by proxy at an aſſembly at Mercer Hall on the 7th of 
June 1733. On the Y3th of December a Grand Lodge was held 
at the Devil Tavern, at which his Lor#fhip and his Officers, 


the Earl of Crawford, Sir Robert Manſel, a number of Paſt 
Grand Officers, and the Maſters and Wardens" of fifty three 
Lodges, were preſent.. Several 'regulations were agreed to at

other matters it was determined, that all complaints in future 
to be brought before the Grand Lodge, ſhould be previouſly * 
amined in the committee, and from thence referred to the com- 
munication.

The hiſtory of the Society at this al affords no lad 
ble incident to record. Some conſiderable donations were col- 
lected and Yiſtributed among diſtreſſed Maſons, to encourage 
the ſettlement of a new Colony which had been juſt eſtabliſhed 
at Georgik i in America. Lord Strathmore ſhewed every atten- 

tion to the duties of his office; he regularly attended all the 
meetings of the Grand Lodge; under his auſpices the Society 
flouriſhed both at home and abroad, and ſeveral genteel pteſents 
were tecaved from the Eaſtindies. Eleven German Maſons 

app ied for authority to open a new Lodge at Hamburgh under 
| the patronage of the Grand Lodge of England, for which pur- 
poſe his Lordſhip was pleaſed to grant a deputation ; and ſoon 
after ſeveral other Lodges were cynfhjtuted in Holland under 
the Engliſh banner. 

* The Earl of Strathmore was Wessel by the Eat of Crawv- 
ford, who was inſtalled at Mercers? Hall on the zoth of March 
1734. Publick affairs attracting his Lordſhip's attention, the 
communications during his adminiſtration were much negle&- 
ed; after eleven months vacation, however, a Grand Lodge 
was eonyened, at which his Lordſhip attended and apologized 
for his long abſence ; and to atone for his paſt omiſſion, two 
communications were held in little more than fix weeks. The 
Duke of Richmond, the Duke of Buccleugh, the Earl of Bal- 
carras, Lord Weymouth, and many other eminent perſpps hon- 
oured the Grand Lodge with theit company during the Earl of 
nta prefidency, .

Lord Ward ſucceeded the Earl of Morton in April RY 


His Lordſnhip was well acquainted with the nature and govern- 
ment of the Society, having ſerved every office, even from the

partments ; and, by his on conduct, ſet a noble example how 
the dignity of the Society ought: to: be ſupported- Many 
Lodges which were in a declining ſtate, by his advice coaleſoed 
with. others in like circumſtances ; ſome, which had been neg- 
ligent in their attendance on the communications, after propet 
admonitions were reſtored to favour; and others, which perſe- 
vered in their contumacy, were eraſed out of the liſt. Thus 
his Lordſhip manifeſted his regard for the intereſts of the 8o- 
ciety, while his lenity and forbearance were univerſally admired. 

The unanimity and harmony of the Lodges ſeemed thus to 
be reſtored under his Lordſhip's adminiſtration. The Free 
Maſons at Antigua built a large hall in that iſland for their 
meetings, and applied to the Grand Lodge for liberty to be 
ſtyled the Great Lodge of St. John's in Antigua. This favour 
was granted to them in &pril 1744. 

Lord Ward continued two years at the head of the F. raternity, 
during which time he conſtituted many new Lodges, and ap- 
pointed ſeveral Provincial Grand Maſters, viz. one for Lan- 
caſter, one for North America, and three for the iſland of Ja- 
maica. He was ſucceeded by the Earl of Strathmore, during 
whole adminiſtration, being abfent the whole time, the care 
and management of the Soeiety devolved on the other Grand 
Officers, who carefully ſtudied the general good of the Frater. 
nity. His Lordſhip appointed a Provineial Grand Maſter for

Lord Byron ſuceeeded Lord . and was installed at 
Drapers Hall on the 3oth of April 1747; The laws of the 
committee of charity were, by his Lordſhip's order, inſpected, 
printed, and diſtributed among the Lodges. A handſome con- 
tribution to the general charity was ſent from the Lodge at 
Gibraltar; and during five years that his Lordſhip preſided 
over the Fraternity, no diligence was ſpared to preſerve the 
privileges of Maſonry inviolable, to redreſs grievances, and to 
relieve diſtreſs. © When buſineſs required his Lordſhip's at- 
tendance in the country, Fotherly Baker, Eſq; his Deputy, and 
Secretary Revis, were particularly attentive to the buſineſs of 
the Society. The former was diſtinguiſhed by his knowledge 
of the laws and regulations, the latter by his long and faithful 
ſervices. Such was the influence of Maſonry under the auſ- 
pices of Lord Byron, that provincial patents were iſſued for 
Denmark and Norway, Pennſylvania, Minorca, and Newyork. 

On the 20th of March 1752, Lord Carysfort accepted the of- 
fite of Grand Maſter. The good effects of his Lordſhip's ap- 
| plication to the real intereſts of the Fraternity ſoon became viſ- 
ible, by the great increaſe of the publick fund. No Grand Of- 
ficer ever took more pains to preſerve, or was more attentive to 
recommend” order and decorum. He was ready, on all occa- 
ſions, to viſit the Lodges in perſon, and to promote harmony 
among the members. Dr. Manningham, his Deputy, was no 
leſs vigilant in the execution of his duty. He conſtantly viſited 
the Lodges in his Lordſhip g abſence, and uſed every endeavour 


to cemetit union among the Brethren. The whole proceedings 
| of 
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of this active officer were conducted with ſuch prudence, that 
his candor and affability gained him univerſal eſteem. The 
Grand Maſter's attachment to the Society was ſo obvious, that 
the Brethren, in teſtimony of their gratitude for his Lordſhip's 
great ſervices, reelected him on the third of April 17630 Dur- 
ing the preſidency of his Lordſhip, provincial patents were 11- - 
ſued for Gibraltar, the Bahama Iſlands, Newyork, ; Guernſey; 
Jerſey, Alderney, Sark and Man; alſo for Cornwall, and the 
counties of Worceſter, Glouceſter, Salop, Maomeuthe and 
Hereford! » 

The Maratie of Gn now u 8 —— 
ceeded Lord Carysfort in March 1754. He began his admin- 
iſtration by ordering the Book of Conſtitutions to be reprinted, 
under the inſpection of a committee, conſiſting of the preſent 
Grand Officers; and of George Payne, Eſq; the Earl ot Lou- 
don, the Duke of Chandos, Lord Ward, Lord Carysfort, late 
Grand Maſters ; Sir Robert Lawley, Bart. and Edward Hody, 
Eſq; late D. G. Maſters ; Thomas Smith, Eſq; late J. G. W. 
the Rev. John Entick, Arthur Beardmore, and Edward Bow- 
man, Gents. The Grand Maſter's zeal and attention to the 
true intereſts of the Society were ſhewn on every occaſion. He 
preſented to the Grand Lodge, a large ſilver jewel, gilt, for the 
uſe of the Treaſurer, being croſs keys in a knot, enamelled with 
blue; and gave ſeveral other proofs of his attachment. 

Soon after the election of the Marquis of Carnarvon, the 
Grand Lodge took into conſideration a complaint againſt cer- 
tain Brethren for forming and aſſembling, without ay legal au- 
thority, under the denomination of Ancient Maſons; who, as 
ſuch, conſidered themſelves independent of the Society, and not 
ſubject to the laws of ady Grand Lodge, or to the control of 
any Grand Maſter. Dr. Manningham, the Deputy Grand 
* pointed out the neceſſity afclifrouraging, their meetings, 

as 
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as being not only contrary” to the original laws of the Society, 
but openly ſubverſive of tlie allegiance due to every Grand 
Maſter. He obſerved; that ſuch irregular mretings tended to 
introduce among the Craft the novelties and conceits of opin- 
ionative perſons, and to raiſe a belief that there have been other 


Societies of Maſons more ancient than that of this honourable 


Society. Ott this repreſentation the Grand Lodge reſolved, 
that tlie meeting of any Brethren under the denomination of 
Maſons, other than as Brethren of the ancient and honourable 


Society of Free and Accepted Maſons eſtabliſhed upon the uni- 


verſal fyſtem, is inconfiftent with the honour and intereſt of the 
Craft, and a high infult on every Grand Maſter and the whole 
body of Maſons. In conſequence of this reſolution, fourteen 
Brethren, who were members of a Lodge held at the Ben John- 


ſon's Head in Pelham Street Spitalfields, were expelled the So- 


ciety, and that Lodge ordered to be eraſed out of the liſt. 
No preceding Grand Maſter ever granted more provincial 

deputations than the Marquis of Carnarvon ; in leſs than two 
years the following patents were iſſued ; 1. for Southcarolina ; 


2. for South Wales; 3. for Antigua; 4. for all North Kinerics 


where'no former provincial was appointed; 5. for Barbadoes, 
and all other his Majeſty's iflands to the windward of Gauda- 
Toupe;; 6. for St. Euftatius, Cuba, and St. Martin's, Dutch 
Caribbee Iſlands in America; 7. for Scilly and the adjacent 
iſlands ; 8. for all his Majeſty's dominions in Germany, with 
a power to choofe their ſucceſſors; and 9. for the county pala- 


tine of Cheſter, and the city and county of Cheſter. The great- 
er part of theſe appointments appear to have been mere honor- 
ary grants in favour of individuals, as none of them were ever 
attended with much advantage to the Society. | 

The Marquis of Carnarvon continued to prefide oer Pra- 


ternity until the 18th of May 1757, when he was ſucceeded by 
Lord 


Lord Aberdour:; during whaſe Maſterſhip the Grand Lodge 


voted among other charities, the ſum of fifty pounds to be ſent 
to Germany, to be diſtributed among ſuch af the ſoldiers as 
were Maſons in Prince Ferdinand's army, whether Engliſh, 
Hanoverians, or Heſſians. This ſum was ſoon after demi 
to General Kingſley for the intended purpoſmG. 

Such was the ſtate of Maſonty during the reign ofiGearge, II. 
On the fifth of October 1760, his Majeſty, being ſuddenlyſeiz · 
ed at his palace at: Kenſington, by a violent diſorder, fell down 
ſpeechleſs, and notwithſtanding every endeavour to effect his 
recovery, ſoon· expired, in the th year of his age, and the gath 
of his reign. It may be truly ſaid that this period Was the gold- 
en era of Maſonry in England; the ſciences were eultivated and 
improved, the royal art diligently propagated, and true archi- 
tecture clearly underſtood; the Fraternity were henoured and 
eſteemed, Lodges were patronized by exalted characters; and 
charity, humanity, and benevolence were the diſtinguiſhing char-

On the th of October 17760, bis preſent Majefin ae ul, N 
was proclaimed King of Greatbritain, France, and Ireland, &c. 
No Prince ever aſcended the throne, whoſe private virtues and 
amiable character had ſo juſtly endeared him to his people. To 
ſee a native of England the ſovereign of theſe realms, afforded 
the moſt glorious: ꝓroſpect of fixing our happy conſtitution in 
church and ſtate on the firmeſt baſe. iUnder ſuch a patron the 
Polite arts could mot fail of meeting with every encouragement; 
and to the honour of his Majeſty it is to be obſerved that, ſince 
his acceſſion to the throne, by his royal muniſicence no pains 
have been ſpared to explore diſtant regions in purſuit of uſeful 
knowledge, and to 2 men nene of his 
n 
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M Maſonry flouriſhed both at home and abroad at this period 
under the Engliſh eonſtitution, and Lord Aberdour continued 
at the head of the Fraternity five years, during which time the 
publick feſtivals and quarterly communications were regularly 
held. His Lordſhip equalled any of his predeceſſors in the 
number of his appointments to the office of Provincial Grand 
Maſter. He granted the following deputations; 1. for An- 
tigua and the Leeward Caribbee Iſlands; 2. for the town of 
Norwich and county of Norfolk; 3. for Am Bahama Hlands, 
in the room of the Governour deceaſed ; 4. for Hamburgh and 
Lower Saxony; 5. for Gaudaloupe ; 6. for Lancaſter ;'7. for 
the province of Georgia; 8. for Canada; 9. for Andaluſia, and 
places adjacent; 10. for Bermuda; 11. for Carolina; 12. for 
Muſqueto Shore; and 13. for Eaſtindia. The ſecond of theſe 
appointments, viz. for Norwich, is the only one by which the 
Society has been much benefited. By the diligence and atten- 
tion of the late Edward Bacon, Eſq; to whom the patent was 
firſt granted, the Lodges in Norwich and Norfolk conſiderably 
increaſed, and Maſonry was regularly conducted i in dar ee 
ince under his inſpection for many years. 

Lord Aberdour held the office of Grand Maſter had the third 
of May 1762, when he was ſucceeded by Earl Ferrers,” during 
whoſe preſidency nothing remarkable occurred. The Society 
ſeems now to have loſt much of its conſequence; the General 
Aſſemblies and communications not having been honoured with 
the preſence of the Nobility as formerly, and many Lodges eraſed 
out of the liſt for nonattendance on the duties of the Grand Lodge: 
By the diligence and attention, however, of the late General 
John Salter, then Deputy Grand Maſter, the buſineſs of the So- 
ciety was carried on with regularity, and the fund of charity in- 
creaſed. Provincial patents were made out during Lord Fer- 
rers's * 31. * 2. bor Eaſtindia, where no par- 

ticular 
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ticular provincial was before appointed; 3; for Cornwall; 4. 
for Armenia; 5g. for Weſtphalia. z. 6. for Bombay 3 J. for the 
Dukedom of Brunſwick ; 8. for the Grenades, St. Vincent, 
Dominica, Tobago, &c. and g. for Canada. From theſe; ap- 
pointments no conſiderable emoluments have reſulted to tha 
Society, excepting from the third and ſixth ; George Bell for 
Cornwall ; and James Todd for Bombay. Both theſe gentle 
men have been particularly attentive to the duties of their re- 
ſpective offices, eſpecially the former, to whom the Society is 
in a great meaſure indebted for the prefect Souriibing few 0 


Maſonry in Cornwall. 
On the Sth of May 1764, Ld 16 * Was defied Grand 


Maſter, at an aſſembly and feaſt at Vintners' Hall. His Lord- 
ſhip not being preſent, Lord Ferrers inveſted John Revis, Eſq; 
late Deputy Grand Mafter, as his Lordſhip's proxy. His 
Lordſhip continued in office two years, during which time. 
being chiefly in Ireland, the buſineſs of the Society was faith- 
fully executed by his Deputy, General Salter, an active and 
vigilant officer. The ſcheme ot opening a ſubſcription for the 
purchaſe of furniture for the Grand Lodge was agitated about 
this time, and ſome money collected for that purpoſe;; but the 
deſign was afterwards dropt for want of proper encouragement. 
A new edition of the Book of Conſtitutions was ordered to be 
printed under the inſpection of a committee, with a eontinua-

the. initiation of their Royal Highneſſes the Dukes of Glouceſ- 
ter and Cumberland; the former at an occaſional Lodge aſſem- 
bled at the Horn Tavern Weſtminſter on the 16th of February 
er at hte his Lordſhip preſided in 3 3" the latter, at 
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an occaſional Lodge aſſembled at * Thatched Houſe 22 | 
in St. James's Street under the direction of General Salter. 
The following deputations for the office of Provincial Grand 
Maſter were granted by Lord Blaney ; 1. for Barbadoes; 2. for 
Upper Saxony; 3. for Stockholm; 4. for Virginia; 5. for Ben- 
gal ; 6. for Italy; 7. for the Upper and Lower Rhine, and the 
circle of Franconia; 8. for Antigua; 9. for the Electorate of 
Saxony ; 10. for Madras, and its dependencies ; 11. for Hamp- 
hire ; and 14. for Montſerrat. The fifth and eleventh of theſe 
appointments have been faithfully executed. By the indefatt- 
gable aſſiduity of that truly Maſonick luminary, Thomas 
Dunckerley, Eſq; in whoſe favour the appointment for Hamp- 
ſhire was firſt made out, Maſonry has made conſiderable prog- 
reſs, not only within that province, but in many other counties 
in England. The revival of the Bengal appointment has alſo 
been attended with great ſucceſs, as the late denn man ttuneen 
from the Eaſtindies amply ſhew. 
Among ſeveral regulations reſpecting the fees of tots, 
and other matters, which paſſed during Lord Blaney's admin- 
iſtration, was the following : That as the Grand Lodge enter- 
"tained the higheſt ſenſe of the honour conferred on the Society 
by the initiation of their Royal Highneſſes the Dukes of York, 
Glouceſter, and Cumberland; it was refolved that each of their 
\ Royal Highneſſes ſhould be preſented with an apron, lined with 
blue ſilk; and that, in all future proceſſions, they ſhould rank 
as Paſt Grand Maſters, next to the Grand Officers for the time 
r 
The Duke of Beaufort ſucceeded Lord Blaney, * was in- 
| Ralled by proxy at Merchant Taylors“ Hall on the 27th of 
April 1767, and Maſonry flouriſhed under his Graces patronage. 
In the beginning of 1768, two letters were received from the 
Grand Lodge of France, expreſſing a deſire of opening a regu-

of the Lodges under the conſtitution of England, with the form 
of a deputation, elegantly bound, were ordered to be ſent as A 
vorſen to the Grand Lodge of France. 


Several regulations for the future ee of 1. Society 


were made about this time, particularly one reſpecting the of- 
fice of Provincial Grand Maſter. At a Grand Lodge held at 


the Crown and Anchor Tavern in the Strand, on the 29th. of 


April 1768, it was reſolved that ten guineas ſhould be paid to 
the fund of charity on the appointment of every Provincial 
Grand Maſter who had not ſerved the office of Steward. | 

The moſt remarkable occurrence during the adminiſtration of 
the Duke of Beaufort, was the plan of an incorporation by roy- 
al charter. At a Grand Lodge held at the Crown and Anchor 
Tavern on the 28th of October 1768, a report was made from 
the committee of charity held on the 21ſt of that month at the 
Horn Tavern in Fleet Street, of the Grand Maſter's intentions 


to have the Society incorporated, if it met with the approbation 


of the Brethren ; the advantages of ſuch a meaſure were fully 


explained, and a plan for that purpoſe was ſubmitted to the 


conſideration of the committee. The plan being approved, the 
thanks of the Grand Lodge were voted to the Grand Maſter, 

for his attention to the intereſts and proſperity of the Society. 
The Hon. Charles Dillon, the Deputy Grand Maſter, then in 
the chair, informed the Brethren, that he had ſubmitted to the 
committee a plan for, raiſing a fund to build a hall, and purchaſe 
. Jewels, furniture, &c. for the Grand Lodge, independent of the 
general fund of charity ; ; the carrying of which into execution 
he apprehended would be a proper prelude to an incorporation, 
ſhould it be the opinion of the Society to have the ſame effected 


by a charter. The plan being laid before the communication, 
ſeveral 
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ſeveral amendments were made, and the whole referred to the 
next Grand Lodge for confirmation. Hereupon it was reſolv- 
ed; that the faid plan-ſhould be printed, and tranſmitted to all 
the Lodges on record. The Duke of Beaufort finding it to be 
the reſolution of the Society to have a charter of incorporation, 
contributed his beſt endeavours to carry that deſign into imme- 
diate execution; and though at firſt oppoſed by a few Brethren 
-who miſconceived his Grace's good intentions, he ſtrenuouſſy 
perſevered in promoting every meaſure that might facilitate the 
plan; and a copy of the intended charter was ſoon after print- 
ed, and diſperſed among the Lodges. Before the Society had 
come to any determined reſolution on this buſineſs, the mem- 
bers of the Caledonian Lodge at the Half Moon Tavern Cheap- 
fide entered a caveat in the Attorney General's office againſt the 
incorporation; and this circumſtance being reported to the 
Grand Lodge, an impeachment was laid againſt that Lodge for 
un warrantably expoſing the private reſolutions of the Grand 
Lodge; and it being determined that the members of the Cale- 
donian Lodge had been guilty of a great offence, in preſuming 
to oppoſe the reſolutions of the Grand Lodge, and endeavour- 
ing to fruſtrate the intentions of the Society, a motion was 
made, That the ſaid Lodge be eraſed out of the liſt of Lodges. 
On the Maſter of the Lodge, however, acknowledging the 
fault, and publickly aſking pardon in the name of himſelf and 
his Lodge, the motion was withdrawn and the offence forgiven. 
From the return of the different Lodges it appeared, that one 
hundred and ſixty eight had voted for the incorporation, and 
only forty three againſt it. A motion was then made in Grand

At a Grand — held at bee and Aab Hume on 
the 27th of October 1769, it was reſolved, that the ſum of 1300. 
then ſtanding in the names of Rowland Barkeley, Efq; the 
Grand Treaſurer, and Mr. Arthur Beardmore and Mr. Rich- 
ard Neviſon his ſureties, in the three per cent. bank conſolidat- 
ed annuities, in truſt for the Society, be transferred into the 
names of the preſent Grand Officers; and at an extraordinary 
Grand Lodge on the 29th of November following, the Society 
was informed that Mr: Beard more had refuſed to join in the 
transfer ; upon which it was reſolved that letters ſhould be ſent, 
in the name of the Society, ſigned by the acting Grand Officers, 
to Lord Blaney the Paſt Grand Maſter, and to his Deputy and 
Wardens, to whom the Grand Treaſurer and his ſureties had 
given bond, requeſting their concurrence in the reſolutions of 
the Grand Lodge of the 29th-of October laſt. Mr. Beardmore, 
however, dying ſoon after, the deſire of the Grand Lodge was 
complied with by Mr. Neviſon, and the trans fer regularly made. 
At a Grand Lodge held at the Crown and Anchor Tavern on 
the 25th of April 1770, the Provincial Grand Maſter for foreign 
Lodges acquainted the Society, that he had lately received a let- 
ter from Charles Baron de Boetzelaer, Grand Maſter of the 
National Grand Lodge of the United Provinces of Holland and 
their dependencies, requeſting to be acknowledged as fuch by 
the Grand Lodge of England, whoſe ſuperiority he confeſſed; 
and premiiing, that if the Grand Lodge of England would agree 
in future not to conſtitute any new Lodge within bis juriſdic- 
tion, the Grand Lodge of Holland ſhould obſerve the ſame re- 
ſtriction with reſpect to all parts of the world where Lodges 
were already eſtabliſhed under the patronage of England. Up- 


on theſe terms he requeſted that a firm and friendly alliance 
might 
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might be enechted din-forin beten the Officers of both Ot 
Lodges, and that an annual corre ſpondence might be carried on, 
and each Grand Lodge be regularly made acquainted once in 
every year with the moſt material tranſactions of the other. 
On this report being made, the Grand Lodge reſolved, that 
ſuch an alliance or compact be immediately entered into, and 
nem agreeably to Baron de Boetzelaer's requeſt. 9 

In 177i; a bill was brought into Parliament by ache bins 
Charles Dillon, then Deputy Grand Maſter, for incorporating 
the Society by act of Parliament; but on the ſecond reading of 
the bill, it being oppoſed by Mr. Onſlow, at the deſire of ſev- 
eral of the Brethren themſelves, who had petitioned the Houſe 
againſt it, Mr. Dillon moved to poſtpone the conſideration of 
it ne die; and thus the grand deſign of an eee n to 
the ground. 

The Duke of Bunten conſtituted * 28 e ah 
er. the following provincial deputations: 1. for Southcar- 
olina; 2. Jamaica; 3. Barbadoes ; 4. Naples, and Sicily; 5. 
the Empire of Ruſſia; and 6. the Auſtrian Netherlands. The 
increaſe of foreign Lodges occaſioned the inſtitution of a new 
office, a Provincial Grand Maſter for foreign Lodges in general, 
and his Grace accordingly nominated a gentlemen for that of- 
fice. He alſo appointed Provincial Grand Maſters for Kent, 
Suffolk, Lancaſhire, and Cumberland. Another new appoint- 
ment likewiſe took place during his Grace's adminiſtration, the 
office of General Inſpectors or Provincial Grand Maſters for 
Lodges within the bills of mortality; but the majority of the 
Lodges in London diſapproving of this appointment, their au- 
thority was ſoon after withdrawn. 

Lord Petre ſucceeded the Duke of Beaufort on the fourth of 

May 1792, when ſeveral regulations were made for the better 

ſecurity of the propert? belopging to the Society. A conſider- 
able 
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able ſum having been ſubſcribed for the purpoſe of building a 
hall, a committee was appointed to ſuperintend the manage 
ment of that buſineſs. Every meaſure was adopted to enforce 
the laws for raiſing a new fund to carry the deſigus of the So- 
ciety into execution, and no pains were ſpared by the commit- 
tee to complete the purpoſe of their appointment. By their 
report to the Grand Lodge on the 27th of April 174, it ap- 
peared that they had contracted for the purchaſe of a plot of 
ground and premiſes, conſiſting of two large commodious 
dwelling houſes, and a large garden, ſituated in Great Queen 
Street, Lincoln's Inn Fields, late in the poſſeſſion of Philip 
Carteret Webb, Eſq; deceaſed, the particulars of which were 
ſpecified in a plan then delivered; that the real value appeared 
to be 3, 205l. at the leaſt, but that 3,1 80l. was the ſum contract- 
ed to be paid for the premiſes; that the front houſe might 
produce gol. per annum, and the back houſe would furniſh 
commodious committee rooms, offices, kitchens, &c. and that 
the garden was ſufficiently large to contain a complete hall for 
the uſe of the Society, the expenſe of which was calculated not 
to exceed 30001.“ This report met with general approbation. 
Lord Petre, the Dukes of Beaufort and Chandos, Earl Ferrers, 
and Lord Viſcount Dudley and Ward, were appointed Truſtees. 
for the Society, and the conveyance of the POR Ir 
was made in their names. IB 95] 

On the 22d of February 1775, the hall: committee pate to

Not withſtanding this eſtimate, it appears by the Grand Treaſuter's accoutit of October 1780, that

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premiſes belonging to the Society in Great Queen Street, with 
the hall to be built thereon, ſhall be veſted in Truſtees, as a ſe- 
curity to the ſubſcribers, 'who ſhall be paid 51. per cent. for 
their money advanced, the whole intereſt amounting to 2501 
per annum; and that this intereſt ſhall be divided among the 
ſubſcribers, and the ſurvivors or ſurvivor of them; and, upon 
the death of the laſt ſurvivor, the whole to determine for the 
benefit of the Society. The Grand Lodge approving the plan, 
the ſubſcription immediately commenced, and in leſs than three 
months the whole was complete ; upon which the Truſtees of 
the Society conveyed the eſtate to the Truſtees of the Tontine, 
in purſuance of a reſolution of the Grand Lodge for that purpoſe. 

On the firſt of May 1775, the foundation ſtone of the new 
hall was laid in ſolemn. form, in the preſence of a numerous 
company of the Brethren. After the ceremony, the company- 
. proceeded in carriages to Leatherſellers Hall, where an elegant 
entertainment was provided on the occaſion ; and at this meet- 
ing the office of Grand Chaplain was firſt inſtituted. 

The. building of the hall went on rapidly, and was finiſhed in 
little more than twelve months. On the 23d of May 1776, the 
hall was dedicated in ſolemn form to Maſonry, virtue, and 
univerſal charity and benevolence, in the preſence of a brilliant 
aſſembly of Maſons. A new ode, written and ſet to muſick 
on the occaſion, was performed before a number of ladies, who 
honoured the Society, with their company that day. An ex- 
ordium on Maſonry, not leſs elegant than inſtructive, was giv- 
en by the Grand Secretary, and an excellent oration delivered 
by the Grand Chaplain. In commemoration of this event, the 
anniverſary of this ceremony has been regularly kept ever ſince. 

Thus was completed, under the auſpices of a Nobleman, 
whoſe amiable character as a man, and whoſe zeal as a Maſon, 
may be equalled, but cannot be ſurpaſſed, that elegant and 7 gh- 
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ly finiſhed: room in Great Queen Street, in which the anal; 
aſſembly and quarterly communications of the Fraternity are 
held, and to the accompliſhment of which a number of Lodges, 
as well as many private individuals, have liberally ſubſeribed. 
The Brethren of Germany, hearing of the flouriſhing ſtate 
of the Society in England, courted our friendſhip and alliance. 
Propoſals from the Grand Lodge at Berlin under the patronage 
of the Prince of Heſſe Darmſtadt, for eſtabliſhing a friendly 
union and correſpondence with the Maſons of England, being 
laid before the Grand Lodge, the ſame met with general appro- 
bation; and as a mark of tribute, the Grand Lodge of Ger- 
many engaged to remit an annual donation to re for the 
general charity. 0 TRA ach 0 

The buſineſs of the Society having now ven derably melt 
ed, it was reſolved, that the Grand Secretary ſhould be permit- 
ted in future to employ a deputy or aſſiſtant at an annual _— |

Many regulations reſpecting the government of the Society 
were eſtabliſned during Lord Petre's adminiſtration; among 
theſe the following reſolution paſſed on the loth of April 17797. 
That the perſons who aſſemble in London, and elſewhere, 
in the character of Maſons, calling themſelves Ancient Maſons, / 
and at preſent ſaid to be under the patronage of the Duke of 
Athol, are not to be countenanced, or acknowledged, by any regular 
Lodge or Maſon, under the conſtitution of England; nor ſhall 
any regular Maſon be preſent at any of their conventions, to 
give a ſanction to their proceedings, under the penalty of for- 
feiting the privileges of the Society; nor ſhall any perſon initi- 
ated at any of their irregular meetings be admitted into any

perſon be received into Maſonry in any Lodge under the con- 
ſtitution of England for a leſs ſum than two guineas ; and that 
the name, age, profeſſion, and place of reſidence of every per- 


| ſon initiated, and of every Brother admitted member of a reg- 


ular Lodge ſince the 29th of October 1778, ſhould be duly reg- 
iſtered, under the penalty of ſuch Maſon made, or member ad- 
mitted, being deprived of the privileges and advantages of the 
Society. 

On the 14th of February 1776, it was reſolved in Grand 
Lodge, That in future all Paſt Grand Officers ſhall be permit- 
ted to wear a particular gold jewel, the ground enamelled blue, 
each officer being diſtinguiſned by the jewel which he wore 
while in office; with this difference, that ſuch honorary jewel 
be fixed within a circle or oval, on the borders of which may

On the firſf of May 1783, his Grace the Duke of Mancheſter 
was ſucceeded in the office of Grand Maſter by his Royal High- 
neſs the Duke of Cumberland, who till continues to honour 
the Society with his patronage. 

On Thurſday the gth of March 1786, his Royal Highyefs 
Prince William Henry was initiated into Maſonry, at the Lodge 
held at the Prince George Inn at Plymouth. 

On Tueſday the fixth of February 1787, his Royal Highneſs 
the Prince of Wales was made a Maſon at an occaſional Lodge 
convened for the purpoſe at the Star and Garter Pall Mall, over 


which his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland prefided 


in perſon ; and at the annual feaſt on the ſecond of May fol- 
lowing, both their Royal Highneſſes were preſent at Free Ma- 
ſons* Hall. And 

On Friday the 21ſt of November 1787, his Royal Highneſs 
the Duke of York was initiated into Maſonry, at a Lodge con- 
vened for the purpoſe at the Star and Garter in Pall Mall, over - 
which the Duke of Cumberland preſided as Maſter.

Next 
to him Biſhop Turnbull, of Glaſgow, was ſeated in Solomon's 
chair; and founded the univerſity there, A. D. 1454. The

During the minority of James III, Sir Robert Cockran was 
Grand Maſter ; and was ſucceeded by Alexander Lord Forbes, 
who continued in office until the King died, 1488. a 
james IV, by the Grand Maſter William Elphinſtone; Biſhop 
of Aberdeen, founded the univerſity there, A. D. 1494. Elphin- 
fone, at his coſt undertook the curious bridge of Dee, near Ab- 
erdeen, which was finiſhed by his ſucceffor,” Biſhop Gavin 
Dunbar, an excellent Grand Maſter, who built many e 
fine ſtructures. 

In the reign of James V, the noble Gavin Doweles; Biſhop 
of Dunkeld, was Grand Maſter, until his death in 1522. When 
George Creighton, Abbot of Holyrood houſe, governed in the 
office, until 1527 ; at which time he was fucceeded by Patrick 
Earl of Lindſay. To him Sir David Lindfay,* Lion King at 
Arms ; until the King died in 1542. After the death of Sir 
David, Andrew Stewart, Lord Ochiltree, was Grand Maſter; 
next Sir James Sandilands, Knight of Malta: Then Claud 
Hamilton, Lord Paiſley, who made King an a Brother Ma- 

ſon, 


Still mentioned among the Scottiſh Maſons by the name of Davy Lindſay, the learned Crand Maſſer. 
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ſon, and continued in office m the union of ha crowns, 
A. D. 1603. 

Maſonry now wa to f one its deities influcnce through 
the country, and many magnificent and ftately buildings were 
raiſed by the Prince and Nobles during the time of Grand Maſ- 
ter Roſlin. By a deed of the ſaid King James II, this office 


was confirmed to the ſaid William St. Clair, and made heredi- 


tary to his heirs and ſucceſſors in the Barony of Roſlin. In this 
noble family it has continued without interruption until of late 
years. The Barons of Roſlin ever proved the patrons of Ma- 
ſonry. They aſſembled their Grand Lodge at Kilwinning in the 


welt country ; where, it is preſumed, Maſons began in Scot- 
land to hold regular and ſtated Lodges. In proceſs of time the 


Craft became more numerous, and Lodges more frequent 
throughout the country ; the Lodge at Kilwinning, under the 
authority of the noble Grand Maſters, granting charters of erec- 
tion and conſtitution. _ 

Such continued to be the ſtate of Maſonry whilſt the family 
of Roſlin were in flouriſhing and proſperous circumſtances : 
But that once opulent and noble family, through their too great 


generoſity, falling back in the world, the then Grand Maſter, * 


being obliged to diſpoſe of his eſtate, and, having no children 
of his own, was loth that the office veſted in his perſon, ſhould 


become extinct at his death; he therefore aſſembled the Breth- 


ren of the Lodges in and about Edindurgh, intimated 

973” theſe circumſtances, and wiſhed them to determine 

upon a plan for the electing of a new Grand Maſter. 

In order to promote ſo laudable a deſign he propoſed to reſign 

into the hands of the Brethren, or whomſoever they ſhould 
elect, 


William St. Clair, of Roſlin, Eſq; a gentleman of the greateſt candout and benevolence, inheriting 
his predeceflars' victues without their fortune, 
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elect, all right, claim, or title whatſoever, which he or his ſuc- ſuc- 
ceſſors in his ſaid office were inveſted with. 

The Brethren taking theſe things into 8 el 
upon proper rules and regulations to be obſerved in the election 
of Grand Maſter againſt St. Andrew's day then next: And 
wrote to all the Lodges in Scotland inviting them to appear by 
themſelves or proxies for the aforementioned purpoſe. 

Accordingly on the day appointed 34 Lodges ap- 12 | 
peared, or were repreſented by their proxies ; and the 
reſignation of the office of Grand Maſter being read, the Breth- 
ren proceeded to the choice of a new one. And in conſidera- 
tion of his noble and ancient family, and of the zeal he had bis 
own ſelf ſhewn for the good and proſperity of the Craft, they 
thought they could not confer that honour upon any Brother 
better qualified, or more properly entitled than upon William 
St. Clair, of Roſlin, whoſe anceſtors had ſo long preſided over 
the Brethren, and acquitted themfelves with honour and with 
dignity. By an unanimous voice he was proclaimed Grand 
Maſter of all Scotland; and being placed in the chair, was in- 
ſtalled, ſaluted, ee; and acknowledged as fuch.*.

and every Brother muſt attend in his place, and learn them in a 
way peculiar to this Fraternity: Only candidates may know 
that no Maſter ſhould take an apprentice, unleſs he has ſuffi-. - 
cient employment for him, and unleſs he be a perfect youth, N 
having no maim or defect in his body, that may render him in- 
capable of learning the art, of ſerving the Maſter, and of being 
made a Brother, and then a Fellow Craft in due time, even at- 
ter he has ſerved ſuch a term of years, as the cuſtom of the 
country directs; and that he ſhould be deſcended of honeſt 
parents; that fo, when otherwiſe qualified, he may arrive to 
the honour of being the Warden, and then the Mater of the 
Lodge, the Grand Warden, and at length the Grand Maſter of * 
the Lodges, according to his merit.

BROTHER, 


YOU are now admitted, by the unanimous conſent of 
our Lodge, a Fellow of our moſt ancient and honourable So- 
ciety; ancient, as having ſubſiſted from time immemorial ; 
and honourable, as tending, in every particular, to render a man 
ſo who will be but conformable to its glorious precepts : The 
greateſt Monarchs in all ages, as well of Afia and Afrrea as of 
Europe, have been encouragers of the royal art ; and many of 
them have preſided as Grand Maſters over the Maſons in their 

reſpective territories, not thinking it any leſſening to their im- 
perial dignities, to level themſelyes with their Brethren in Ma- 
- ſonry, and to act as they did.

The World's Great Architect is our Supreme Maſter ; and the 
unerring rule he has given us, is that by which we work ; re- 
ligious diſputes are never ſuffered within the Lodge, for as Ma- 
ſons we only purſue the univerſal religion, or the religion off 
nature; this is the centre which unites the moſt different prin- 
ciples in one ſacred band, and brings together thoſe who: were 
the moſt diſtant from one another. 

There are three general heads of duty which Maſons ought 
always to inculcate, viz. to Gop, our neighbour, and ourſelves : 
To God, in never mentioning his name but with that reverential 
awe which a creature ought to bear to his Creator, and to look 
upon him always as the Summum Bonum which we came into 
the world to enjoy, and according to that view to regulate all 
our purſuits: To our neighbours, in acting upon the ſquare, 
or doing as we would be done by: To ourſelves, in avoiding all 
intemperance and exceſſes, whereby we may be rendered inca- 
pable of following our work, or led into behaviour unbecoming 
our laudable profeſſion, and always keeping within due bounds ; 
and free from all pollution. | 

In the ſtate, a Maſon is to behave as a peaceable and dutiful 
ſubject, conforming cheerfully to the government under which 
he lives. 

He is to pay a due deference to his ſuperiors 3 and from his 
| inferiors he is rather to receive honour with ſome reluctance, 
than to extort it: He is to be a man of benevolence and charity, 
not fitting down contented, while his fellow creatures, but much 
more his Brethren, are in want, when it is in his power, with- 
out prejudicing himſelf or family, to relieve them.

venient room, and being properly clothed, walk in procoſſion 
to the Lodge room. Silence being proclaimed, the Lodge is 
opened by the Grand Maſter [or Maſter in the chair] in all the 
degrees of Maſonry.

ALL the Brethren who walk in proceſſion, ſhould ob- 
ſerve, as much as poſſible, an uniformity in their dreſs. De-
